The home of Mr. P. A. Murray, 184

guished Wednesday afternoon. The 
blaze originated on the second floor, 
when Mrs. Murray, while brushing 
clothes near the porch door, .stepped 
on some matches which had fallen 
from a coat. The open door caused a 
draft and before Mrs. Murray was 
aware, her clothes had Ignited and the 
flames had spread to the furniture in 
the room. 

Her cries attracted the maid, Mary 
Purcell, who after extinguishing the 
flames on Mrs. Murray's clotheB, ran 
to the street and told Mr. Theodore C. 
Walker, who resides next door of the 
blaze. Mr. Walker sounded an alarm 
from box 15 at the engine house, and 
the fire gave the firemen a stubborn 
battle.

as United States senator from Massa- 
chusetts, caused him to resign as Con- 
gressman from the 13th district. Mr. 
Cutting received 1906 votes to 624 for 
GleaBon. At the same primary, Hon. 
John J. Mitchell of Marlboro was 
named by the Democrats and Mr. Nor- 
man White of Brookline was selected 
as the candidate of the Progressive 
party. Both of these gentlemen were 
unopposed in their several parties. 

Newton did its part in nominating 
Mr. Cutting giving him 536 votes out j 
of the total of 1906 polled by him all' 
over the district and casting 61 votes 
for Mayor J. H. Gleason of Marlboro, 
Mr. Cutting’s opponent. A remarkably 
light vote was cast in the district, 
where 35,370 votes were cast for Con- 
gress last November. The Secretary 
of the Commonwealth provided 80,850 
ballots for the primary, of which 
36,550 were Republican, 26,300 w'ere 
Democratic and 19,000 Progressive. 

Newton experimented for the first 
time with regular election hours for 
a primary instead of the usual session 
from noon until 9 P. M. and several 
voters who did not rqf.bje the change 
In hours lost their votes in conse- 
quence. 

632 Republican votes were cast, of 
which 13 were for Norman White and 
1 for Mitchell. 66 Democratic votes 
were cast, Mitchell having all but one 
blank, and White received the full 
total of 5 cast by the Progressives. 

The detailed vote for Cutting and 
Gleason wus as follows,- —

In the meantime John Cronin, proprie- 
tor of a restaurant in the block, sound- 
ed an alarm from box 15. 

Clouds of smoke rushing upwards 
through the building sent the employ- I 
ees of the Stratton Press rushing to 
the street bringing such valuables as 
they could gather up in their hurry, 
while Dr. Fall quickly vacated his den- 
tist apartments also located on the 
second floor^ 

The flames spread through the rear 
of the building burning through the 
walls into the plumbing shop of 
Charles M. Hewitt, which was scorched 
by the flames. Through the partitions 
the flames went to the unoccupied 
Bijou Theatre on the second floor al-

fof ur to got better acquit luted with 
our church A large proportion of 
thin congregation baa known it only 
III recent years. About half the pres- 
ent membership have been received 
during ihe last seven years. We think 
we understand something of its spirit 
but. we shall know much more 
about it if we turn over the pages of 
its heroic past and learn the spirit of 
sacrifice and service of those days out 
of which these days have come. 

This Is not the time for any ex- 
tended and adequate history of the 
church. If we shall celebrate our 
semi-centennial five years from now 
that will be the fit occasion for such 
a history. This evening 1 seek to 
sketch the history of the church only 
as it concerns its place of worship. I 
shall be obliged to leave out of view 
its spiritual growth, its benevolent 
work; 1 can mention only Incidentally 
its pastors and speak of only a few 
of the good men and women who have 
composed it. We shall .center our 
thoughts upon that step-by-step mater- 
ial progress by which we find oilr- 
selves tonight in this beautiful build- 
ing free from all encumbrance. 

On Wednesday evening, Dec. 11, 
1867 a number of the residents of New- 
tonville, who were members of various 
Congregational churches, met by in- 
vitation at the residence of Mr. 
Nathaniel D. Voae for “The purpose 
of social prayer and conference.” At 
this meeting another was appointed 
for the succeeding week. So It came 
about that there was instituted the 
weekly prayer meeting that haR con- 
tinued from that day to this. The 
numbers increased from fifteen at the 
first to thirty before the coming of 
spring. A moving spirit in these 
meetings was the Rev. Henry J. Pat 
rick, of West Newton who was Inter- 
ested from the flrBt In what he felt 
would be a growing enterprise. As 
the winter wore away into spring 
there was Increasing interest in or- 
ganizing a Congregational society 
here. The first item in the interest- 
ing records of the society readB as 
follows; 

"In view of the success which has 
attended the estabiiBlng of a regular 
weekly prayer and conference meet- 
ing by members of various Congrega- 
tional churches and societies in the 
village of Newtonvllle and vicinity, 
and believing that the institution of a 
Congregational society for religious 
purposes was demanded by the beBt 
Interests of all concerned, several res- 
idents of the village met by invitation 
at the residence of Dr. D. W. Jones 
on the evening of Feb. 26, 1868. It 
had been the custom for Beveral week6 
for those more particularly interested, 
to remain after the close of the weekly 
prayer-meetlngB, for the purpose of 
consultation on the subject of the in- 
stitution of such a society. 

The prospects of success had in 
this way been fully discussed and the 
consideration had been reached that 
the only obstacle to immediate action 
was the want of a suitable place in 
which to convene for Babbath service 
and the object of the meeting on the 
evening above named was to deter 
mine if tbiB obstacle could be removed. 

The following named persons were 
present: N. B. Chamberlain, Jub. B. 
Pickett, Wm. A. Goodwin, Charles A. 
Browning, D. W. Jones, N. D. Vose, 
Geo. C. Littlefield, and Edward K. 
Wilson. 

It was stated by Dr. JoneB that the 
chapel at the corner of Washington 
and Court stB. (now Central ave.) had 
been offered for saie to him by its 
proprietors and the above named per- 
sons there and then agreed to pur- 
chase the estate and to transfer the 
same to the society when it should 
have been duly instituted.” 

By the 24th of March the purchase 
was completed and on that evening 
’at the house of Mr. N. B. Chamber- 
lain the eight men whose names have 
been mentioned met and duly organ- 
ized the Central Congregational Soci- 
ety. 

Some of you may have wondered 
why the red garage at the corner of 
Washington Bt. and Central ave. 
should have a tower. It may have 
suggested itself to you as quite a suit- 
able thing in view of the many who 
today substitute a garage for the 
church on Sunday. The myBtery is 
solved. In that building almoBt thir- 
ty-two years ago to-night there was 
held a meeting, such us this, to re- 
joice in the payment of the debt that 
had been incurred in enlarging and 
beautifying the building. The chapel 
out of which it grew was built in 1860 
by Gov. William Clatiin and Mr. Dus 
tin Lancey and was hired to the Meth 
odists as a place of worship till 1863, 


when they entered their present 
building. At the time our young soci- 
ety bought It the Dnlhousie Lodge of 
Masons was occupying the second 
story and continued to do so for sev- 
eral years to come. 

I can find no record of the sum 
that was paid for tills first meeting 
house. Samuel F. Smith's “History of 
Newton" states that the original cost 
was $6500. The cost to the society 
must have been much less. On July 
7, 1868 it was voted that the standing 
committee bo given power to purchase 
the chapel and "to assume all notes 
and bills outstanding for same." 
There is no record at the first annual 
meeting of any indebtedness but at 
the second meeting April 1870 a con- 
siderable sum lias been spent for in- 
terest. A mortgage bad recently 
been given to cover building expenses 
for about $3,000. The standing com- 
mittee at that meeting reports that 
the liabilities of the Society " are in 
two mortgages given to the Nantucket 
Institution for Savings amounting to- 
gether to the Rum of $4,500.” Appar- 
ently, therefore, the little Society be- 
gan life with n mortgage of about 
$1600. It was to the manner born. 

The chapel was opened for service 
April 5, 1868, Rev. H. J. Patrick 

preaching the first sermon. On the 
16th of June a call was extended to 
Rev. J. B. Clark of Yarmouth to be- 
come its first pastor. He accepted the 
oil and on September 8, 1868, the 
Central Congregational Church was 
organized with 36 members, one of 
whom Is now a member of the church. 

At the flrBt annual meeting April 
I860 the ireasurer reported a deficit 
of $237.00 At the very outset there 
was a financial problem. Those were 
dayB apparently when the church 
could say to its members "Do this, 
and he doeth it,” for the record runs 
that ”a committee of three, Messrs 
Whittemore, Darling and Bridgham 
were appointed to raise it.” in about 
six weeks it is reported that all had 
been raised but $3.00 and I jump to 
the conclusion that the $3.00 has 
since been raised. 

The church had scarcely got set- 
tled in the little chapel when It dis- 
covered that the accommodations wer^J 
inadequate. Nothing daunted by 
mortgage and deficit, the Society at 
once took up the matter of enlarge- 
ment and at the very meeting at 
which it was reported that the deficit 
was raised it was voted to proceed to 
expend a sum not to exceed $3,000 
"and to secure the same by mortgage 
or otherwise." There were apparently 
some sticklers for regularity of pro- 
ceeding in those dayB for it took three 
meetings to satisfy at least one mem- 
ber that all had been done with due 
regard to law and order. The build- 
ing was enlarged by the addition to 
the length of fifteen feet. At the next 
annual meeting, as we have seen, 
there were two mortgages aggregat- 
ing $4,500. 

But a mortgage seemed to act only 
as a Bpur: for at the next meeting 
there was much serious talk of a new 
structure and a committee was ap- 
pointed to get the price of suitable 
slteB, and another to estimate the cost 
of building. A month later June 1872 
we find this highly interesting record 
"Voted that the PaBtor be appointed 
a Committee to raise the $10,000 called 
for by the report of the Committee on 
church accommodation and that he be 
excused from his duties in the pulpit 
during the time required for the pur- 
pose” Some ministers would not 
be above the suspicion that this was 
a clever device to get rid of their 
preaching ministrations for quite a 
period of time. The succinct record at 
a meeting of the Society two weekB 
later makeB ub wonder Just what the 
text of Mr. Clark's reply was: “Dr. 
Jones read the report of Rev. J. B. 
Clark who had been appointed a com- 
mittee to raise the $10,000 for the new 
church building. The report was ac- 
cepted and the committee discharged." 
A committee or three was selected ap 
parently with full power and instruc 
tions "To Becure and contract for a 
lot und to raise money to pay for it.” 

It waB perhaps due to the financial 
depression of that time that nothing 
further was done in the way of se- 
curing a lot or of building. It waB to 
be twenty years before they really 
Bhould break ground. 

The interest on the mortgage was 
causing the Society a deficit every 
year and a committee was appointed 
annually to clear this up. In 1873 I 
find that the committee waB Messrs 
Geo. C. Littlefield and W. S. Slocum. 
Yet this did not seem to trouble the 
Society to the extent of discouraging 
it. For in 1876 it voted to enlarge the 
church by the addition of two trans- 
cepts at u cost of $3,500. Hut the his- 
tory of building cost repeats itself 
and when the work was completed the 
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cost of building nnd the necessity 
furnishing was $6,600. At a meeting 
in April 1876, the Building committee 
was discharged, the society voted to 
assume the liabilities so reported, a 
committer of throe genl lemon and 
three Indies wur appointed "to liqui- 
date Ihe bills of the society," which 
were a mortgage of $9,500 at 7 per 
rent and a floating debt of $1,500. 
The meeting closed we are told by 
singing “1 need thee every hour." I 
hope tl is not Irreverent to point out 
the exquisite appropriateness of this 
hymn for the ocenslon. 

The burden of the debt which kept 
growing for a time waB greatly felt. 
These were days that tried the spirit 
of the struggling church, days of 
groat devotion nnd sacrifice. But the 
church did not flinch or retrench. 
The man who wrote the report of the 
Standing committee in 1878 calls at- 
tention to the fact that at the begin- 
ning of the year the debt had been 
$12,000 besides a floating debt of $2,600 
which he says they had begun to fear 
“would forever float In a sea of trouble 
making the latter a stagnant pool de- 
testable to eight nnd smell of all 
standing committees of thiB society 
for future ages." It cannot be snid 
that he wrote without feeling. But he 
continues to say that during the year 
by an almost spontaneous uprising of 
the people Ihe entire debt had been 
pledged. The uprising had been 
greatly assisted by the new pastor, 
Rev. E. Frank Howe, who the com- 
mittee eaya had borne the greater 
share of the burden of raising the 
money, and who they feel had been 
nlmost Providentially sent to them. 

In hiB report as Treasurer two years 
later Mr. E. E. Stiles speaks of the 
colossal sacrifices "Freely made" and 
reflects the strain of those years for 
all when he adds “I trust we shall 
never again be cnlled upon to make 
such a struggle for freedom"; and yet 
he says that he believes the habits of 
generous giving formed in those days 
have fitted the members of the church 
for more effective Christian work. 
The history of the church has borne 
out the truth of that reflection and 
those who were schooled in giving in 
those brave days have never failed the 
church In the days that have followed. 
From many of them we have gathered 
inspiration. 

By the spring of 1881 the debt was 
entirely paid «und the service of cele- 
bration was held to which alluBlon 
has already been made. The pastor 
under whose leadership the task was 
accomplished resigned two years later 
to accept a call to Peoria, 111., and was 
succeeded by Rev. Frank W. Gunsau 
Iub of Columbus O. His brilliant 
preaching attracted a congregation 
from far and near, the building waB 
overcrowded and again there was 
talk of a new edifice. The ladies were 
already at work establishing a fund 
that could be used for such a purpose. 
The standing committee with com- 
mendable foresight voted in 1884 to 
increase Mr. Gunsaulus’ salary by 
$500.00, but he declined to accept the 
increaBe in a letter a portion of which 
1 will read. The entire letter Is in- 
teresting to those who are interested 
In seeing Dr. Gunsaulus In the making: 
The letter runB in part: 

"After earnest prayer and thought, 
i have been more certain than before 
that 1 cannot accept this increased 
allowance and must conscientiously 
decline it. The grateful memory of 
this exceeding kindness I Bhall not try 
to record. It is an act on the part of 
the Society which is simply the con- 
Bumate fruit of a spirit which. haB al- 
ready in countless private ways min- 
istered to myself and Tamily since I 
came among you. Yet because I have 
received ♦so much 1 must not allow 
myself to continue being "ministered 
unto” but must "minister." 

"Several reasons have made thiB 
declination a clear duty. And the frst 
and chief is the demand which is be- 
ginning to assume quite irresistible 
power for a new house of worship. 
Your work as a people of God is im- 
peded, my work as your teacher is quite 
limited by the building we are occupy- 
ing. Our Sunday School ought at this 
moment to have rooms for classes 
which might give to teacher and pupil 
an opportunity which is now denied 
them. Our public congregation is so 
divided that it Is all I can do to real- 
ize the unity every man ought to feel 
in addressing them. Never have I 
labored in such difficulties in speak- 
ing and in no church that I know of is 
there such a bad arrangement for the 
mass of hearers for hearing and 
speaking. We cannot be blind to the 
fact that our city Is growing rapidly 
thftt our congregation is increasing 
and that we are now nearly full. Our 
duty lies In preparing for our next 
great work — the building of a new 
church. It is not the hour. It may not 
be for years to come, to begin the 
work. But it is the hour to begin to 
pay for it. The ladles of the church 
have already a sum equal to tills in- 
crease for some such purpose. Add 
to It the $500 offered to me and we 
have a fair beginning, u beginning 
which by fairs and self-sacrifice may 
be increased each year until the sum 
itself will be of some great service. 
In the face of the fact that I have 
given my life to the church and that 
I am under a vow to spend and save 
only a certain sum annually, what- 
ever my salary, 1 cannot avoid the 
feeling that the beBt wuy to serve God 
in this Is to decline it and if as I am 
assured the income of the church will 
be five hundred more this year to re- 
joice at tile end of my second year 
with you in the fact tliat the church 
has a sum already secured for a new 
building and that so long as it seems 
best for us to work together we can 
add to our ability to perform a very 
pressing duty. A man receiving 
$3,500 In a church where his work'* 
interfered with and where the con- 
gregation and above all the 8unday 
School are already crowding Us de- 
sirable seats wheu he can live on 
three thousand aud be comfortable is 
a being I do not care to become' 
Mr. Gunsaulus also desires the feel- 
ing that he himself has made sacri- 
fices in order that he may appeal with 
more power to the people to make 
sacrifices for mission work in the 
great West 

On the date wheu this letter was 
read, April 21, 1884 the fund for the 
new church web established. Then 
began systematic planning for the 
great aud enticing achievement. Box

community. Three good dates come to 
my mind: 1918 marks our fiftieth an- 
niversary; 1919 sounds welt, and is 
easy to remember; 1920 would cele- 
brate the coming of the Pilgrim Fa- 
thers. In the meantime we mny ac- 
quire the property, when we get 
money enough, and to get that money 
we should start soon. And even be- 
fore that we should, with the consent 
of the owner, adorn the lot that we 
may contribute to the beauty of the 
city and give an Illustration of the 
church at work in community improve- 
ment. 

We pause to recognize the heroic 
men and women who have given us so 
great a heritage of faith and works, 
those who are living with us and those 
who have gone before into the larger 
life. We here dedicate ourselves to the 
unfinished work to which they give 
their last full measure of devotion, — 
the work of ministering to this com- 
munity in fullest measure.

see what subscriptions could be se- 
cured in case the building should be of 
wood and what in case it should be of 
brick. The committee reported that 
they had obtained pledges to the 
amount of $9,000. That the hour was 
not yet ripe, one sees In their report 
that "some had declined to contribute, 
some had objected to building upon the 
present lot, others were not ready." 
Yet the church moves on in faith-be- 
lieving. In 1889 Mr. N. Henry Chad- 
wick reports that the committee had 
purchased the lots on which the 
church now standB for $14,000. A 
mortgage was put upon the property 
for $6,000 which was discharged with- 
in three years. 

In June, 1892, a committee of 25 was 
appointed to consider plans for a new 
church building, report upon the Bame 
with regard to plans, cost and method 
of raising the necessary funds. That 
committee wan Rev. John M. Dutton, 
Messrs. W. F. Slocum. E. W. Greene, E. 

E. Stiles, A. G. Sherman, N. H. Chad- 
wich, A. W. Cole, J. B. Taylor. H. R. 
Thompson, C. E. Roberts, A. L. Gordon, 
W. S. Slocum. Z. D. Kelley, G. F. 
Churchill, A. C. Judkins, P. C. Bridg- 
ham, F. S. Rollins, D. E. Baker, Wm. 
Hollings, C. S. Crain, J. H. Willey, H. 
A. 'Boynton, D. C. Heath, Wm. Price, 
H. R. Gibbs. 

Six months later the special com- 
mittee on plans was made the perma- 
nent building committee: Rev. J. M. 
Dutton, Messrs. Austin G. Sherman, N. 
Henry Chadwick, Alfred W. Cole, 
Amos C. Judkins and Winfield S. Slo- 
cum. At the beginning of 1893 the 
special committee on funds reported 
that the amount of caBh receipts, writ- 
ten pledges, and definite verbal prom- 
ises were $22,705.60, and a horBe. JuBt 
how much they had in Bight at this 
time depends on what kind of a horse 
this was. $23,000 would not be far out 
of the way as an estimated amount on 
hand when the church committed it- 
self to this enterprise, the estimated 
cost of which was $73,000. I stand 
amazed at the daring of the 8ociety, at 
their faith in themselves and the fu- 
ture. The task that confronted them 
and their Finance Committee, Messrs. 
Wm. Hollings, G. W. Greene, E. E. 
Stiles, G. W. Auryansen and H. R. 
Gibbs, waB colossal. 

Ground waB broken for the new 
structure in June, 1893. Through the 
failure of a contractor, work was sus- 
pended In the full, but resumed in the 
Bpring of 1894. The cornerstone waB 
laid June 9, 1894, by Mr. William F. 
Slocum, then Senior Deacon. On May 
28, 1895, the building was dedicated, 
Dr. Gunsaulus preaching the sermon, 
and Dr. Patrick offering the dedicatory 
prayer. 

This building stands as a monument 
to high faith and noble endeavor. It 
is not possible to single out a few and 
say that we owe the church to their 1 
efforts. The very bouIs of many men 
and women are in these walls. But it 
1 b easy aud proper for us to recognize 
the arduous and efficient labors of the 
pastor during these years of prepara- 
tion and building. Rev. John M. Dut- 
ton, whose picture hangs on the walls 
of the reception room, and whose name 
is Inscribed on our beautiful bell, the 
generous gift of Mr. F. C, Perry. 

Mr. Dutton was unsparing of him- 
self. His soul was in this enterprise. 
We should gratefully reflect that to 
him more than to any other pastor of 
the church, more, I think, than to any 
one else, we owe tills building. Into 
it he put more of himself. 

In one of the church manuals is 
found this fine tribute to two men: 
"The grutltude of the people is espe- 
cially due to Deacon Austin G. Sher- 
man, Chairman of the Building Com 
mlttee, and Rev. John M. Dutton, PaB- 
tor, to whose wise planning aud un- 
tiring watchfulness is due in large 
measure the success of the enterprise.' 

When the church was dedicated the 
debt waH $37,000, a sum that continued 
to grow month by month as the float- 
ing debt increased. It muBt not be 
supposed that the church was indiffer- 
ent to this. The Chairman of the 
Sinking Fund reports In 1897, "The 
burden of the new church debt 1 b still 
with us aud unless we put our shoul- 
ders to the wheel and commence to re- 
duce it some time, the next generation 


is a wonderful sentence; in its his- 
torical setting I consider it should be 
ranked with Scripture, as an inspira- 
tion to faith and an illustration of sub- 
lime trust in UnBeen Powers. 

But the truBt was linked with works. 
The church did put its shoulders to 
the wheel; the Ladies' Fund Commit- 
tee under took to pay off at least 
$1,000 a year on the principal and the 
men to pay the interest. The ladles 
usually exceeded this sum. They paid 
in all $26,000, of which $9,500 applied 
on the mortgage. A special Easter 
offering in 1903 in the pastor- 
ate of Dr. Davis netted the handsome 
sum of $4,000. 

In tthe spring of 1907 the mortgage 
stood at $27,000. For several months 
there had been a growing feeling that 
for the good of the church un effort 
should be made to reduce the debt 
more rapidly. Under the leadership 
of the finance committee, W. H. Allen, 
Chairman, C. R. Lynde, A. P. Fel- 
ton, C. E. Bevan and E. H. 
Cram a group of men were called to- 
gether to Bee what could be done. At 
the end of one evening's discussion. 
Mr. D. C. Heath arose, proposed s 
scheme of pledging so much a year for 
five years, and hlmBelf made a pledge 
of $1,000. The others followed and the 
movement was on its feet. It web de- 
cided that the pastor should make an 
appeal at an early date at a morning 
Bervlce to be devoted to the object. 
April 7 was Bet apart for this purpose. 
The day was not fair and the congre- 
gation was small. But at the end of 
the Bervlce about $25,000 had been 
pledged of the $30,000 called for to pay 
principal and interest. These pledges 
matured last May. 

It was easily seen a year and a half 
ago that we could not complete the 
achievement in the five years and the 
date, "Easter, 1913," was named as the 
time at which we Bhould Btrlve to be 
free. The rest of the Btory Is familiar 
to you. A special appeal last spring 
netted $3,000 in pledges. A little more 
than a month ago the committee of 
twelve, Messrs. Charles W. Davidson. 
Chairman, W. H. Allen, C. E. Bevan. 
W. C. Boyden, S. M. Crain, E. M 
Greene, W. T. Kelley, A. M. Lyon, H 
P. Patey, William Price, J. B. Robson, 
G. Lyman Snow, was named at a meet- 
ing of the men of the church to see 
what could be done toward wiping out 
the debt. It 1 b safe to Bay that no com- 
mittee ever waB wiser or more faithful 
and efficient. We cannot pay them too 
high a tribute. When they began the 
campaign the mortgage stood at $7,100 
Last Sunday the commute reported 
the churcli was absolutely free from 
encumbrance, for the first time In 
twenty years. There is abundant rea- 
son for our rejoicing. The interest 
ceases from troubling and the mort- 
gage is at rest, or soon will be. 

My sketch Is complete and I trust 
the picture is clear, — the picture of 
courageous, progressive, persistent, 
red-blooded church, a churcli which 
nothing huB ever yet been able to dis 
courage, a church which never yet has 
ceased to have some big object before 
it. The church has never been sc 
heavily burdened that it lias not want 
ed to do something more. Even in 
these last seven years when we have 
been making this splendid effort wo 
have trebled our benevolent gifts and 
greatly increased our home expenses. | 

The best thing about this church is 
its forward look. It haB not had a 
long past but it has always had a long 
future. We Bhould not be true to our 
past to these brave people who have 
gone before if we did. not have the 
same forward look. They did what 
they did, that the churcli might in- 
crease in effectiveness. We have in 
our time done what we have done that 
we may increase our efficiency. Our 
best recognition of the past is in en- 
tertaining noble plaiiB for the future 
even at thiB time of rejoicing. 

There rises before ine at this time 
the enchanting picture of a well equip- 
ped parish house on the lot to the 
south of us, containing additional Bun- 
day School rooms, better facilities for 
clubs and social purposes, rooms for 
reading and for games, a good library, 
a bowling alley, a sufficient atbletlo 
equipment. In short, a house dedicated 
to the many-sided needs of men, wo-

in their various organizations, holding 
the men and women with a grip that 
is ever increasing, always wise In 
speech, always settling those delicate 
questions which arise in every church 
with his quiet diplomacy, always 
striking the best and highest note in 
the pulpit and that note la higher still 
than it was seven years ago, and al- 
everywhere, and under all cir- 
cumstances, the same, dignified, Chris- 
tian gentleman — this 1 b the man whom 
we are proud to call our Pastor. 

This committee has been impressed | 
with the fact that we have another i 
minister who also has been here seven 
years, whose work has been more in 
private than in public, who has met 
unusual responsibilities in the home 
with peculiar strength and patience, 
whose words have been few but al- 
ways spoken at the right time and to 
the right individual, and whose gentle 
spirit has permeated this parish like 
some gentle ray of light — this is the 
one whom we delight to know aB our 
other minister. 

ThiB committee never could have 
been so easily successful had it not 
been for the work and influence these 
last seven years of Mr. and Mrs. 
Stocking." 

In accepting the mortgage note 
from Mr. Davidson, Mr. A. M. Lyon 
expressed the hearty thanks of the 
church for the excellent work of the 
committee and as he handed it to Mr. 
Slocum, said that while it was sad to 
part with old friends, there was Home 
satisfaction in knowing that its life 
work was well rounded out and com- 
pleted.

EDITORIAL 


By nominating Mr. Alfred L. Cutting 
of Weston, the Republicans of the 
13th district have put their best foot 
foremost, for Mr. Cutting Is an able 
and energetic man who has a wide 
acquaintance with public affairs and 
the courage and sanity to decide them 
wisely and well.

we respectfully ask you to consider 
whether this Is not one of those ques- 
tions In which you act In a represent- 
ative capacity, to pul into effect in leg- 
islation the clearly express will of the 
people of the city. ThlB has been re- 
peatedly expressed In other ways than i 
at the polls; In mass-meetingB, In the ! 
action of the Newton Federation of i 
Women's Clubs, and by petitions 
largely signed. While there haB been 
no popular vote on the matter, we are 1 
convinced that we represent the large 
majority of the citizens In this pro- 
test. 

2 This system Is a Bchool of hypoc- 
risy and a training in perjury. The 
Boston Licensing Board annually pro- 
tests against the granting of Blxth- 
class licenses and calls them a “direct, 
encouragement of hypocrisy.” The 
regular customer signs the hook and, 
takes the bottle. He has stated that 
he wanted the whiskey for "medicinal, 
mechanical, or chemical purposes.” | 
He knows that he is lying. The drug- 
gist knows that he is lying. We all 
know that he is lying. As a teacher 
of morals I protest against the main- 
tenance of such a school of perjury. 
It iB demoralizing to the community. 

I want to protest for the sake of the 
druggists. So far eb I know, all our 
druggists are reputable men. Some of 
them are friends of mine. What pro- 
tection does an honest man have under 
such a law? He cannot tell Mb cust- 
omer that he 1 b a liar. He lOBes his 
legitimate trade, If he offendB those 
who want to buy liquor. He is placed 
in a position of great difficulty, and 
exposed to an unfair temptation. I 
don’t want any fellow citizen and 
friend of mine put into such mortal 
peril of his Immortal bouI. No man 
can sell whiskey, and sell it illegally, 
and not degenerate under the process. 

I wish to call attention, in passing, 
to the defect of the present law, in 
that it iB so easily evaded. Who Is to 
tell, as he lookB on, whethdr there was 
any Ink on the pen that Blgned the 
book, or not? If the customer pockets 
his bottle, and walks out without sign- 
ing, who iB to call him or the druggist 
to account? I am making no accusa- 
tions against anybody. I am simply 
calling attention to the undeniable 
fact that the law may be very easily 
evaded, and that there are few safe- 
guards to itB enforcement. And It Is 
noticeable that in some caseB there 
have been remarkable variations In 
the recorded sales, according with the . 
strictness of the watch kept on the '■ 
salesman. But even if the law Is en- 
forced as well as the drugglBt may 
reasonably be expected to do bo, it is 
still a school of lying. We cannot af- 
ford to lower the moral tone and cul- 
tivate contempt for law and indiffer- 
ence to truth. I am sometimes amaz- 
ed at the indifference or jocular toler- 
ance with which this notorious lying 
1b regarded. 

3 In the third place, we protest in 
the name of our children. People 
move to Newton for the sake of their ! 
children. They want to rear them ! 
where there are no saloonB, and as 
few' reminders of the evil In the world ; 
as possible. But In the same drug- 
store where the boys and girls gather 
to buy candy and ice-cream soda,

All the Newtons 

OPPOSE 0, SUBSISTS' LICENSES 


(Continued from page 1) 

fiomcthinfi like ton barrels of liquor Is 
sold during the year. Nobody is keen- 
er than n boy to see and bear what is 
going on. The sales and the hypocrisy 
are not hid from their eyes. It is not 
a good training for citizenship. 

A We protest against the sixth-class 
liquor licenses, in the fourth place, be- 
cause they are unnecessary. "In 1906 
the eighth-class license law was pass- 
ed, and now any registered pharmacist 
who has a certificate of fitness may 
dispense liquors on a physician's pre- 
scription. ThiB law meets every legit- 
imate need. The prescriptions furnish 
an accurate record of sales. Instead 
of the purchaser writing his own pre- 
scription. a reputable physician takes 
that responsibility. 

I have tried to keep an open mind 
on this question, and 1 have diligently 
sought for reasons why Newton should 
continue to grant the sixth-class li- 
censes. .The only arguments advanc- 
ed that seem worthy of consideration 
are these: — 

1 The law is mandatory. At least 
-one sixth-class license muBt be grant- 
ed. if a fit applicant appears. 

2 The answer to that is that the 
Board of Aldermen are the sole judges 
of the fitness of the applicants, and 
have power to refuse all application. 
This is the decision of Justice Holmes, 
now of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. No person is a fit ap- 
plicant who has violated the Intent of 
the law and abused its privileges. To 
sell for any other purposes than 
"medicinal, mechanical, or chemical,” 
is to violate the Intent of the law. 
Every druggist In Newton has, on his 
own evidence, abused the privilege of 
his license. It Is an absurdity to main- 
tain that these 7,710 gallons were sold 
for purposes contemplated by law'. 
Therefore, no druggist in the city Is a 
fit candidate for license thiB year. And 
I will go further and say that nobody 
in the city Ib fit to administer such a 
license. Acting on this decision of 
Justice HolmeB, of the 262 No- License 
cities and towns of Massachusetts only 
38 granted sixth-class licenses last 
year. There are 15 No-LicenBe cities. 
All but four, Cambridge, Medford, 
Somerville and Newton refused to 
grant sixth-class licenses. At the 
present rate, we shall soon be in the 
"bad eminence” of being the only no- 
Hcense city in the state that considers 
the law mandatory. 

The second argument is that the 
sale of liquors by the drug-stores iB a 
small evil in comparison with the im- 
mense quantities of Intoxicants that 
are brought in by the expressman and 
delivered at the doors in Newton. It is 
undoubtedly true that far more liquor

is bought in Roston for consumption 
In Newton than Ib purchased in New- 
ton Itself. But Boston is a license 
city; it has voted for the sale of in- 
( toxicantB. We cannot control t lie sale 
in Boston; we can in Newton. If there 
’ are expressmen whose main business 
, is to deliver liquors, let us find out the 
facts and tnke away their licenses. 
But even if we tnke away all the 11- 
, censes, we cannot hinder Boston flrmB 
from delivering here in their own 
wagons, if they choose to do so. Ccr- 
tatnly we cannot legislate in the dark. 

We owe much to the former Fran- 
chise Committees of this • Board who 
. have given us the facts about the 
. druggists' sales. Give ub ihe fncts 
about the express business, and if 
there is any way In which public mor- 
ality can be promoted, you will find 
i your remonstrants of tonight ready to 
Join in any well-considered movement. 

[ But let me emphasize thiB, that the 
question of the consumption of liquor 
[ in Newton, and how it may be dimln- 
. ished. is not before us. We are not 
attempting to make all the citizens to- 
! tal abstainers by law. Nothing of that 
sort Is before us for discussion. The 
question is solely as to the carrying 
out the intent of the no-license vote 
of the community. With that question, 

: the consumption of liquor procured in 
i Boston and brought into the city has 
1 nothing to do. 

The only other argument advanced 
that merits consideration is that the 
| business is directly under control 
through the sixth-class license, but 
1 that under the eight-class licenses, It 
i is not under the direct control. But 
that is, I judge, a misapprehension. 

1 The Board has power to revoke an 
eighth-claBs license at any time, if the 
holder is proved to be unfit. And so 
’ far as the abuse of prescriptions by 
unworthy physicians, and the spring- 
ing up of "kitchen bar-rooniB" and 
other illegal places of sale, is con- 
cerned, the experience of other cities 
has demonstrated that these fears are 
unfounded. We have the evidence here 
tonight from other cities where the 
sixth class license Is not granted, 
i We present to you much the same 
protest as last year. But our position 
has been strengthened in twelvemonth. 
Last year this* Board saw fit to renew 
the licenses. In spite of your care, 
and the excellent supervision of the 
Police, the recorded sales have in- 
creased 20 per cent. During^he year 
one more city has refused to grant 
sixth-class licenses. In 1911, ten cit- 
ies out of sixteen no-license cities re- 
fused them; in 1912. eleven out of fif- 
teen no-licenBe cities have declined to 
grant them. And the public opinion of 
our city has so far as opportunity has 
been given registered its decision 
against the granting of these licenses 
In Newton. We have tried the system

THE DAYTON DISASTER 

Mrs. Henry M. Burt of Charlesbank 
road has received a letter from a friend 
In Dayton, Ohio, in which conditions 
there are described as follows: 

"We are all safe, as Dayton View 
was too high for the water to reach 
us. Everybody was brought over here 
In boats, at least as far as the bridge, , 
then an auto brought them to this side. 
The excitement has been intense, and 
the whole thing is beyond description. 
There Is a gentleman here, that passed 
through the earthquake in San Fran- 
cisco. As the result of that disaster 
there were more deaths, but from the 
standpoint of mental anguish and real 
suffering, the Dayton disaster exceed- 
ed that of the western city. The pa- 
pers generally have exaggerated ac- 
counts of the terrible things, but they 
have not in this case. The homes over 
here were all thrown open to the suf- 
ferers, school houses turned Into relief 
stations and hospitals. People were 
rescued from trees, roofs of homes and 
every conceivable place. Grand pianos 
were floating down the street, as well 
aB autos, and furniture of every de- 
scription, and all of It ruined. Busi- 
ness is at a standstill. Some have loBt 
homes and all of their business, too. 
It Ib heartrending to hear of it, and to 
Bee it as we did this morning Is to be- 
lieve it. It makes one shudder to Bee 
the quantities of filth in the streets in 
the different parts of the city. It is 
being removed as fast as possible. We 
have not had any mails collected or 
delivered until now’ (April 4) or tele- 
grams either.”

TALK TO YOUNG MEN 

Excellent Advice trom a Successful Business 
Man 


The following talk was recently giv- 
en the Neotes Club of Cenlral Church 
by Mr. William Price of Newtonvlllo: 

Seventeen hundred years ago the 
philosopher Diogenes was asked what 
was difficult. He answered, "To know 
one’s self.” Again, he was asked what 
was easy, and replied, "To advise an- 
other.” These things arc Just as true 
now as then, so that todny you have 
the difficult task and I the easy one. 

I am intensely interested In young 
men. When they enter business, 1 
watch them closely ns they develop, 
nnd when they ring Irue I am delighted 
to see them advance. I glory In their 
success, and deplore their failures. 

Now we are to consider to-dny the 
probable route of n young man In busi- 
ness, and some of the dangers he will 
encounter. The young man I have in 
mind represents a large percentage of 
those who enter business, — he Is one 
who must earn his living. He starts 
poor, haB no money or influence and 
no pull, hut must have plenty of push, 
and be willing to work indefatigably, 
or he will never get nhead. And speak- ; 
ing of work, by the same token, it is 
Just that which will carry him by lots 
of dangers he might otherwise buc- 
cumb to. 

If you will take firm hold of this 
idea — work — it will be your sheet an- 
chor. Without any reservation I place 
work aB the most important factor for 
success. Work alone will not do every- 
thing, but without it you can do noth- 
ing. Make It your cornerstone, lay it 
broad and deep, and you will have 
something solid to build upon. 

Now keep this thought fixed In your 
mind, and, aB I progress with my 
paper, you will see why I lay so much 
stress on work. 

You remember the story of the boy 
hunting woodchucks. He was aBked 
if he expected to get one. "Expect,” 
said he, "why, I must get one for din- 
ner. We have no meat in the house 
and the minister is coming,” He real- 
ized that he would have to work. 

The following lines would never 
have been written were it not that the 
author realized what work, blessed 
work, meant: 

"The heights by great men reached 

and kept 

Were not attained by sudden flight. 

But they while their companions slept 
Were toiling upward in the night.” 

Again, no great thing is created sud- 
denly, any mare than a bunch of grapes 
or a fig. If you tell me that you desire 
a fig, I answer you that there must be 
time. Let it first blossom, then bear 
fruit, then ripen. 

A while ago I stood in the gallery 
overlooking the trading room of the 
Chicago Board of trade. It was an ex- 
citing day. Cereals were dropping In 
price and the men in the pits were 
frantic. It occurs to me that this 
scene — which I shall never forget — Is 
typical of business. It is a struggle 
Tor dafly bread and Tor commercial ex- 
istence. You will find it is not a 
“pink tea” affair. There is no room 
for mollycoddles. The “survival of 
the fittest” Idea here is very real. 

Business says to Its followers, "I 
owe you nothing and that Is all you 
will get, unless with your brains and 
strong right arm with sledgehammer 
blows you can wrest something from 
me. Now business like athletics has 
well defined rules for procedure, and 
they who follow these with ability and 
integrity make the successful men in 
business. Success 1 b not measured by 
how many dollars you have secured, 
hut by the character and standing you 
have won. Business is based on honor 
(character) and credit. It may seem 
at times that this is not so, but when 
you see (aB 1 have) the immense trans- 
actions made simply on a man’s word, 
you will realize it more fully. 

Now that you know my conception 
of what business is, let us consider 
some of the dangers. Right at the 
start there Is a very real danger In the 
fact that the boy seldom sees the goal 
from the beginning. He beglnB with 
a very small sulary — say $2 a week — 
and he starts out with the idea that he 
will do only two dollars’ worth of 
work. With the boy In that attitude 
the employer is fortunate if he gets a 
dollar’s worth of work a month. It 
more often happens that the boy is 
worse than useless. Dry den 'a lines 
would seem to fit this boy: 

“He trudged along unknowing what 

lie sought 

And whistled as he went for want of 

thought.” 

You know lots of boys adopt the 
habit of t lie ostrich who sticks its head 
under Its wing, and thinks It is Invisi- 
ble. Don’t fool yourselves — you are 
seen all right. 

In passing I want to tell you of the 
custom that prevails in England. 
There a young man must pay for hts 
position. 

I liuve seen young men enter busi- 
ness who Immediately demanded all 
the privileges of their employer, hut 
were unwilling to share any of his re- 
sponsibilities. 

At the start you should look the sit- 
uation mjiiarely in the face, something 
after this idem 1 know 1 am not get- 
ting much out of this job financially, 
but apart from what I am given an op- 
portunity here to learn some of the 
basic factH of this business, which i 
must know If I am to have ability In 
the future, and I propose using my 
utmost endeavors to learn these facia. 
As to what will happen to me finan- 
cially, I will not bother about that, for 
I know that us 1 become proficient this 
employer or some other will realize 
there is something worth while in me. 

I always like to recall the story of 
the boy who was working hard and 
well for a concern. He saw the host 
one morning and the following conver- 
sation occurred: "Say, Bosb, I think 
1 am worth more pay." “You do, eh, 
und how long have you thought that?" 
“Well, 1 have thought so a long while, 
hut we have been so darn busy I have 
not had time to mention it.” Needless 
to add, he got his raise. 

Let me tell you a story of a Newfcun- 
vllle young man who was in the elec- 


tric line and was a proficient work- 
man. He got a Job In a shop whero 
there was an Irish foreman, who did 
not look with favor on any new man. 
The first Job they gave him was to re- 
pair an olectric car motor. Usually 2 
men are assigned to such a job, but he 
was to do It alone. It was very dlfll- 
cult to do, but with the help of jacks 
and some manoeuvring he did it, and 
did it well. Grit won. Now listen to 
the sequel. In six months this same 
young man was foreman of that shop. 

Now once more as to your being 
seen. Listen to what happened to me. 
I was very much surprised one morn- 
ing to receive a note from a concern 
to call for an interview. I knew there 
was a vacant position there, but 1 had 
never thought of myself in that con- 
nection. In the conversation I started 
to tell of my abilities. I was stopped 
at once. They said they knew more 
about me than I could probably. Some- 
body had been watching me while 1 
was entirely unconscious of it. 

Another real danger that confronts 
a young man in business Is the lack of 
ability or Inclination to honestly own 
his errors. It takes a lot of moral cour- 
age to tell the truth, when It is going 
to hurt you, but the seeming hurt is 
only temporary and the permanent 
strengthening of your moral stamina 
much more than offsets It. Don’t be a 
coward or a sneak. 

"Lying lips are an abomination of 
the Lord, but they that deal truly are 
His delight.” 

As the young man gets along, anoth- 
er danger confronts him. We call it In 
business "getting heady,” having an 
exaggerated idea of his own Import- 
ance and ability. Now you know what 
happens in school when you say "we 
didn’t do a thing to him." Well, he 
gets that or worse in business. 

I have a friend who graduated from 
the Brimmer School in Boston. I have 
met many who graduated from that 
school and there were some noble 
characters among them. The master 
must have been a very exceptional 
teacher — all tell me this. But to return 
to my friend, — we were talking about 
crossing the ocean. He had already 
told me he had studied navigation in 
the Brimmer School. I asked nim if he 
thought he could In an emergency take 
the captain’s place and bring the 
steamer to port, tie allowed he could. 

I told him I would be very glad not to 
be on the Bteamer when he was try- 
ing. To put It mildly, he overestimat- 
ed his abilities. It is perfectly proper 
to have confidence in yourself — in fact 
it is absolutely necessary — and to put 
your ability at its proper value, but 
it is wise to be modest and meek (but 
not the Uriah Heep kind). “Blessed 
are the meek, for they shall inherit the 
earth." 

Another danger is gambling. I hear 
you say, "Why does he introduce that 
subject, we would not think of going to 
a gambling hell.” No, I hope you will 
not, but you don’t have to, you can 
gamble just as truly. Hear some of 
the things young men do. They match 
coins, bet dinners, play Policy, and bet 
on the ball games and races. Then a 
little later they margin Btocks, which 
is betting as to whether the market 
will go up or down. You see there are 
lots of ways to gamble. Don’t do it, 
because the chances of your winning 
are remote, and because (here is the 
real reason), if you should win, it 
would do you more harm than if you 
lost. It thoroughly unfits a man for 
close application to business. You will 
find that business is a jealous mistress 
und demands the closest attention if 
you hope to succeed. The gambling 
habit is insidious. Often you cannot 
tell what alls a young man until you 
learn he Is a gum bier. 

Just now I happen to know a man 
who has lost a good position from this 
cause. In New York, and no doubt in 
other cities, bank clerks are watched 
very closely and if gambling or other 
bad habits develop and are discovered, 
It's good-bye to that man’s position. 

Let us assume the young man ImB 
applied himself, Iiub proved his ability, 
and is reliable. Me has been advanced, 
is now a salesman, buyer, or in some 
other responsible position. Now he is 
out in the business world and has all 
kinds of dangers to meet. If he lias 
not already decided in regard to drink, 
he must do so now. 

No temperance sermon now'. I will 
only state as a business man what l 
know. The man who abstains is saf- 
est. Further, in business to-dhy, no 
man who Is known to be a drinker (not 
necessarily a drunkard) is allowed to 
hold any responsible position. With 
Shakespeare we would say: 

"O God, that nu n should put an ene- 
my in their mouths to steal away their 
brains!” 

Drink is a very real danger to avoid. 
In entertaining customers Borne sales- 
men go to any length in Immorality. 
Outside of the principle Involved, it is 
not even good policy, for the salesman 
and his customer generally end in 
loathing eacii olher. It doesn't pay. 
As a salesman let the young mun show 
hlB trade that he understands his busi- 
ness, that lie 1 b truthful und reliable, 
and will not for a lomporary udvuntage 
misrepresent, and he has paflaed the 
stage where he need fear any dangers 
except those that arise from envy, 
hatred, and malice. Those you will al- 
ways have with you, even when you get 
to be as old as I am. 

I was deeply Interested in a young 
man’s future and talked to him very 
strongly along the line of my paper, 
lie did not respond. He told a mutual 
friend that I was demanding the im- 
possible. He would probably make 
congenial company for the young men 
who opine there la no chance for a 
young man to-day. There Ts not— for 
that kind. 

The fact is there are greater chances 
to-day in business than ever before. 
Large positions are coutinually open- 
ing for men who can do something bet- 
ter than the average man. It is all 
very simple. Given a young man who 
is adapted for business, is ready to 
work hard, has a sterling moral char- 
acter, good common sense, a fair edu- 


cation, — the mensuro of Ms success 
will bo commensurate with his abili- 
ties. One thing is certain, — nothing 
can keep them down. 

“Scest thou n man diligent in hts 
business, he Bhall atand before Kings, 
he shall not eland before mean (or 
common) men.” 

In closing I want to tell you a story 
I heard In Sabbath School before I was 
eight years old. I have never heard it 
since. Thero was a boy who was vory 
unruly, getting into all kinds of 
trouble. HiB parents were in despair 
as to what to do In the matter. They 
finally hit upon this plan. They got a 
hoard and hung It on the wall and for 
every bad deed they would drive in a 
nail, and for every good deed they 
would draw out one. At first he 
seemed to like to see that board dec- 
orated with nails and a good many 
were driven. After a while the boy 
came to himself, so to speak, and by Mb 
good actions he finally got the board 
clear. One day Bhortly after his father 
found him very depressed. The father 
to cheer him said, “my boy, you should 
be happy, the nailB are all gone.” “Yes, 
father, the nails are gone, but the holes 
remain.” 

Now you will make mistakes. We 
all do. But may it be given to each 
and every one of you to develop such 
strength of character aa will enable 
you to order your life, so as to avoid 
very many of the “shoalB and shal- 
lows” that abound for us all, whether 
In business or other walkB in life. Re- 
member, 

"Honor and shame from no condition 

rise. 

Act well your part, there all the Honor 

lies.”

It breeds In fer- 
menting heaps of grass or straw, es- 
pecially In manure, even In garbage; 
excessive moisture Is especially favor- 
able for the development of the larvae.

sis have been found, aenoclated In 
every Instance with the presence of 
the stable fly, or stomoxys. A general 
campaign against the stomoxys and 
mosquitoes, which are equally to he 
dreaded, should be begun. 

The milk question Is another serious 
problem to be considered, ns It is a 
good culture for typhoid and other 
contagious germs. Special danger lies 
In the fact of the length of lime usu- 
ally elapsing before It reaches Its des- 
tination, 36 to 72 hours in the case 
of Boston, Newton is to be congrat- 
ulated In that her Bupply of milk is us- 
ually delivered within 24 hours. 

If the citizens of Newton would co- 
operate with the health authorities In 
Meaning up, removing and destroying 
all rubbish, the number of flies and 
mosquitoes would be lessened, thereby 
beneflttlng the health of the general 
public. 

The federated clubs of Newton would 
make a fine working organization for 
such a movement.

Kditor Newton Graphic: 

The approach to Tunis by sea Is 
rather uninteresting, — your steamer 
sailing slowly along a rather narrow 
ship canal for five nilloB from the bay 
of Tunis to the public dock: and this 
dock Is the outer boundary of a large 
area of filled land reclaimed from the 
lagoon. As you pass up the canal you 
Bee to the south the curious "two 
horned" mountain Bu-Kurnein — 
looking for all the world like a piece 
of pie from the apex of which a hun- 
gry boy had taken a generous bite; but 
this bite out of the top of the moun- 
tain has or course left a huge creBccnt 
shaped gap and the MuBselmen think 
this a peculiarly significant landmark 
for a great city of that faith of which 
the crescent is the symbol. To the 
southwest forty miles away towers the 
mountains of Zaglnvan from which 
old Carthage obtained its water sup- 
ply aB does the Tunis of today. 

It la only about forty years that the 
French have possessed Tunisia and yet 
from the moment you land you are 
impressed with the marvellous work 
they have done here. Before they came 
the lazy waters of the lagoon flowed 
clear up to the Arab city; and now 
there 1 b here a clean, thrifty, flourish- 
ing French city with broad streets — 
one great avenue two hundred feet 
wide — lined with shops and cafeB; a 
rather fine cathedral, a big municipal 
casino, and a good theatre where just 
now a company from Milan is present- 
ing grand opera every other night to 
appreciative and enthusiastic audi- 
ences taxing the capacity of the house. 
It Is In this section that the hotels are 
situated. This appears to be the height 
of the season and all the houBeB are 
full. I can speak with authority only 
of the one at which I am staying, the 
"Tunisia Palace,” the largest here; 
food and service beyond criticism, and 
at what Beems a reasonable price, 
eighteen francs per day. Including 
everything. And I hear of comfortable 
hotels where one may get a pension 
rate as low’ as eight francs per day. 

The weather is as nearly perfect aB 
one could wish; a succession of sun- 
ny days and wonderful blue sky; like 
our best days of early June. Carriage 
hire here is cheap, and the horBes and 
carriages unusually good. Our flrBt 
day we drove to the beautiful Belvldere 
park, over smooth roads in a fine rub- 
ber-tired Victoria, behind a Bpanking 
pair of gray horses, and the price 
was forty cents per hour! 

This Belvldere Park lies a couple of 
miles north of Tunis, is two hundred 
and fifty acres In extent, and with ex- 
cellent roads winding gradually to its 
highest part from which a magnificent 
view of Tunis Is obtained. The park 
is not much wooded, and excepting for 
the roads appeared to have been left 
pretty much in Its natural condition, 
but it is now? the beginning of the 
blossoming Beason, and you ride 
through great fields yellow with golden 
Marguerites, great patches of orange 
marigolds, and many other beautiful 
flowers of which I do not know the 
names. 

Part way down the hill slope and 
on the side toward the city is located 
a big summer casino, and when the city 
casino closeB, all the attractions are 
transferred to this; a good band plays 
twice daily; light entertainments 
given; and here those who have to 
stay in Tunis during the summer, come 
for their refreshment and recreation, 
and to escape the terrific Bummer heat. 
A friend of mine who has lived here 
many years, tells me stories of the 
heat which the siroccos, the wind from 
the deBert, brings, that are almost un- 
bearable; he has seen the mercury rise 
to 140 degrees, when the summer sir- 
occos, blows its worst there is nothing 
to do but Btay close in doors; no Eu- 
ropean dares expose himself; but the 
Arab life goes on aB usual. My friend 
puts It mildly when he sayB, “Yes, the 
Tunis summer is both oppressive and 
depressive.” 

But it isn’t this comfortable French 
city of parks and shops and hotels that 
you and I have come here to Bee. 
When you looked down from the Bel- 
vldere pavilion on the great white city 
at your feet crowned by the Kasbah 
hill and dominated by the bubbling 
domes of the mosque of Mehoag and 
tried to count the slender minaretB 
from which the faithful are called to 
prayers. It was to the mysterious old 
city of the Mahomedans that your 
thoughts were turned, a great city of 
throbbing life utterly unchanged from 
the time of the “Thousand Nights and 
a Night.” And bo no matter how long 
is your stay in Tunis, you will spend 
many hours of each day in the narrow 
tortuoua streets of the Arab city and 
in the delightful mazes of the souks. 
"Souk'' means market, hut not only 
is this the great market-place of the 
various trades, occupations and pro- 
fessions, but it is also the great manu- 
facturing place as well. Here is a 


square mile or more of nnrrow streets 
covered with roofs of masonry, wood, 
or painted glues to protect them from 
sun and rain, and on the,se streets 
countless numbers of little Bbops, each 
locality being devoted to the manu- 
facture and sale of Borne particular 
commodity; souks of the shoemakers, 
souks of the weavers, the dyers, the 
carpenters, the silver-smiths, the book- 
binders, the perfumers, the saddlers, 
and so on, covering all the trades and 
occupations that are required to sup- 
ply the necessities and luxuries of n 
great people. And all the making done 
by the same hand methods and the 
Rame primitive machinery as was 
used, hundreds, yes thousands of 
years ago. And this busy hive, peo- 
pled with Arabs of all shades of colors 
and all hues of dress. Really to see 
the Bouks of Tunis would take months, 
and most touriBts have only days to 
give. I spent the whole morning in 
the souks of the shoe makers one day, 
and came away with the feeling that 
there was much that I had failed to 
see. All these shops are very much 
alike, and there are, I should think, 
more than a hundred; each shop Is of 
one single room opening from the lit- 
tle street, the floor being raised three 
feet, or so, so that the occupantB have 
to partly swing themselves by the aid 
of a rope up and Into these places. 
Many of these little shops make appar- 
ently exactly the same sort of shoe 
or slipper, and yet each shop is a 
complete factory. The workmen, in- 
cluding the proprietors, numbers no 
more than five or six and this includes 
a boy or two, some seeming to be not 
more than four of five years old. Each 
workman performs a separate part of 
the shoemaking. One cuts the goat 
skin, brightly dyed a canary yellow, 
into pieces for the uppers; another 
cuts the cowhide soles, a third sews 
the uppers to the soles, another doeB 
the ornamental stitching, and the lit- 
tle boys fetch and carry and do the 
simple parts. All hand work, but good 
workmanship and materials and sold 
at what seems a low price, say, three 
francs for a pair of gorgeously colored, 
but very serviceable shoes! And yet 
there are many curious thlngB con- 
nected with the making of that Arab 
shoe. You notice that they use no 
paste in sticking the lining to the up- 
per; “God gave us flour to eat, not 
to walk upon,” the Arab says, so aB a 
substitute for flour paste, he uses a 
piece of cow’s spleen, which when par- 
tially dried, exhudes a mucilaginous 
matter which sticks like glue. He 
never uses the hide of a horse, because 
the horse is to him a noble animal, and 
no part of him must ever be put to a 
base use. 

Tunis is a great fez market. No one 
seemB to know why these red skull 
caps, each with a hanging tassel of 
silk or linen are called “fezes.” To 
the Arab they are "Chechia” and from 
Tunis they go by the hundreds of 
thousands to the followers of the 
Prophet all over Africa. Their manu- 
facture is very interesting. The capB 
are first knit from pure and fine wool 
to a Blze more than twice the Blze of 
the finished fez; this knitting is done 
by the Arab women in their homes. 
Then they are taken to the little work 
shops In the souks, a considerable sec- 
tion being devoted to this manufacture. 
The knit caps are Boaked in a prepa- 
ration of special soap and water, 
which shrinks them to half their orig- 
inal size, and they are dried on forms 
or blocks. Then the process of “teas- 
ing” — that is raising the nap. begins. 
It is of course all done by hand, vege- 
table "teazles” being used, at first 
coarse ones and then finer aB the fez 
nears completion. It takes about one 
hour and a half of hard work to con- 
vert the roughly knit cap to a firmly 
finished article that looks as if it were 
made of heavy felt of pure white. Now 
they are taken to the street of the dy- 
ers and dipped In a red vegetable dye 
of varying color depending on the part 
of Mohnmed’s country to which they 
are going, Egypt for instance, demand- 
ing a dark ox blood color, while Tun- 
isia and Tripoli want a rich bird 
heart red. Then back to the souks 
they are brought, dripping wet from 
the dye tubs; a pile of wet fezes is put 
before the workman, and one by one 
they are taken and smoothed and 
evened and coaxed toward the final 
shape; then they are twice folded, put 
between two pieces of board, and be- 
come the top layer of the seat on 
which the workman is perched so that 
the weight of his body may press them, 
and as the top boards are inserted the 
oneB at the very bottom are removed 
the caps again carefully examined and 
defects remedied, and they are then 
packed in big hand Bcrew presses, sev- 
eral of which stand outside the door 
of each little shop; all that then r% 
mains to be done is to put on the long 
flowing tassel, and the fez Is ready for 
the market, maybe to travel a thous- 
and miles across the Sahara to far 
away Tlmbuctoo. 
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I would like to tell you of the souks 
of the saddlers, wonderful workers in 
leather, and of the weavers, with theii 
clumsy hand looms looking hundreds 
of years old, of the curious workers in 
silver and brasB, the makers of hair 
cloth and of ropes, the streets where 
you see them still making the primi- 
tive plow, of a single sharp stick shod 
with iron, but my space is filled. 

Here in this curious corner of the 
old world Time seems to have Btayed 
its hand and the looks, the habits, the 
customs of these people are practi- 
cally unchanged frdm those of ten 
centuries ago.

(8) We find that a large proportion 
of all the no-license cities and towns 
grant no 6th class licenses and that 
of the 15 no-licensed cltieB 6th class 
lloeneeB are granted only In four. In- 
cluding Newton. 

(9) We find that there Is a strong and 
growing sentiment among our citizens, 
for a change from the 6th class to the 
8th class license, and we believe for 

I the foregoing reasons, this change will 
be for the best Interest of our city. We 
believe that this change should be made 
now and urge you to vote that no 6th 
cluss licenses shall he granted this 
I year in Newton. 

Minnrtiy Report 

In dissenting from the majority re- 
port of your committee, I wish to re- 
cord my dissent in one particular only, 
at the same time Indicating my reasons 
for assenting to the majority report 
in all but thiB particular. 

The law in reference to 6th class 
liquor licenses was passed, in my 
Judgment, to permit No-license com- 
munities to have one or more placeB 
where liquor could be purchased for 
medicinal, mechanical or chemical pur- 
poses, without putting the citizens to 
an expense for a doctor's prescription, 
this being intended as a privilege to 
the citizens and an exemption from the 
sentiment of the community in ref- 
erence to the sale of intoxicating 
Liquor. It is In no sense Intended as a 
privilege or benefit to the druggists 
of such community. The law was made 
mandatory in form in order to assure 
to citizens this privilege not with the 
bitter opposition known to exist in cer- 
tain communities againBt the sale of 
intoxicating liquor for any purpose by 
certain classes of our citizens. 

It 1 b the duty of this board, as ad- 
vised by our city solicitor, to issue at 
least one such license in the city of 
Newton, provided this board can find 
a druggist In the city fit to exercise 
such license. Whether this is a good 
law’ or a bad law is not for our board 
to pass upon. If a bad law, the citi- 
zens of this Commonwealth through 
its Legislature, will and can take care 
erf that 'question. Whether this llcenBo 
Should be in one community or another 
is incidental to our obeying this law 
and if we find that there Is more than 
one of the druggists fit to obey thiB 
law, and we find that for the best in- 
terests of our city one only would be 
granted, then we should honestly get

By an almost unanimous vote on 
Monday evening the board of alder- 
men reversed the policy of more than 
a generation and refused to grant Ihe 
usual quota of sixth class liquor li- 
censes to druggists In tills city. The 
matter has been agilatcd for over a 
year by a large and Influential body of 
citizens and the result of their efforts 
Is best Indicated by the fact that the 
vote against granting most of IhCBe li- 
censes was 19 to 1. 

Incidental to the main issue of drug- 
gists' licenses was that of granting per- 
mits to transport intoxicating liquors 
into the city, where three aldermen 
voted consistently against granting 
such permits to all applicants and were 
Joined by three others on four of ihe 
petitioners. 

The fact that these matters were to 
be acted upon that evening brought 
out quite a throng of spectators, most 
of whom had been prominent 4n the 
movement against sixth class licenses, 
and there were many favorable com- 
ments of the result. 

President Blakemore was in the 
chair and all the members, save Al- 
derman Hatch, were present. 

No one appeared at the hearings as- 
signed upon keeping gasoline by Mrs. 

M. E. Sweet, Eldredge street, Leon B. 
Rogers, Lenox street, H. H. Hubbard, 
Washington street, A. D. Wheeler, 
Homer street, on widening corner 
Howard and Bellevue streets, and on 
laying a concrete sidewalk under the 
betterment act on Watertown street, 
Ward 2, and orders were subsequently 
adopted granting these several mat- 
ters. 

Mayor Hatfield, who was an inter- 
ested spectator of the debate on the 
liquor qnestion, sent In communica- 
tions stating that the appropriation fqr 
public convenience stations on the 
playgrounds waB deemed Insufficient by 
the Palyground Commission, recom- 
mendations from the Buildings Com- 
missioner relative to amendments to 
ordinance regulating billboards, and 
relative to claim of C. D. Keiser, and 
requeBt for transfer of $550 by the Fire 
chief. 

The Street Commissioner submitted 
the usual recommendations for street 
sprinkling during the year. 

The Arbor day proclamation of Gov. 
Foss was filed. 

An invitation from T. D. Murphy to 
attend a public reception to Congress- 
man-elect Mitchell was accepted.

(SECOND LETTER) 


Knlrounn. Tunisia, Mar. 22. IfilS. 
Editor, Now ton Graphic: — 

No one who comes to Tunis should 
fail to nee Knlrounn, and if a work can 
be spared one may also visit the inter- 
esting oases of the DJorkl. two hundred 
miles farther south. 

We left Tunis nt two o’clock Wed- 
nesday for Soiirso, nt which plncc wo 
spent the night nt a very comfortable 
hotel. The trip from Tunis Is full of 
interest; a few miles out we pass 
through Mnmmnm-el-Lif, where is the 
palace of the Roy of Tunis, n structure 
not particularly Imposing. For some 
time you are in sight of the beautiful 
blue waters of the bay of Tunis, and 
nil the way to Sotissc lies through a 
country of great fertility, with splen- 
did vineyards, big barley fields, and the 
largest and finest olive orchards 1 have 
ever seen. Fifty miles from Tunis we 
pass through the great estate known ns 
Enfildn, throo hundred Ihousnnd acres, 
mostly In olives, vineyards and grain, 
many of the fields divided by hedges 
of that cactus known ns the Barbary 
Fig; this is also cultivated in much of 
this African country for its fruit some- 
times called the prickly pear. Sousse 
is a thriving commercial city, the third 
in importance In Tunisia. It is a wall- 
ed city and the wall and most of the 
gates are still In an excellent condi- 
tion, and clearly define the old Arab 
town, but a new French commercial 
city has sprung up out side the walls. 

The old Arab quarter is picturesque 
and interesting, but the Souks are 
small compared with those of Tunis. 
Sousse is very old and as Hadruinen- 
turn had a long history, first Punic, 
then Roman. There are immense 
Christian catacombs, a half-mile or so 
outside the city walls; here were bur- 
ied 10,000 Christians mostly in the sec- 
ond and third centuries, many of them 
martyred; there are one hundred and 
seventeen galleries already explored. 
I walked for an hour through these dis- 
mal passages, with a guide and power- 
ful light, and found many interesting 
inscriptions and remarkable remains. 
One soon loses all sense of direction 
and distance, and It does get a bit mon- 
otonous. as after seventeen or eighteen 
hundred years all that is left of Chris- 
tian or pagan looks remarkably like 
his neighbor. 

At noon we start for Kairouan. For 
mile after mile we roll through a beau- 
tiful flat prairie under a Bky bluer 
than Italy's best, and for great stretch- 
es as far as the eye can see on either 
side golden with yellow daisies or red 
with wild poppies, and other great fields 
of barley just beginning to head, and 
again acres and acres of pink wild 
sweet peas. But after twenty miles 
the land looks less fertile, and the bar- 
ley fields poorer and smaller; then 
mostly a grazing country, still flat, with 
occasional camps of nomad BedouinB, 
always with a few camels and these 
curious broad-tailed sheep, ihe only 
.lind of sheep one sees in North Africa, 
and now all with heavy fleeces ready 
for shearing. 

And all this country which has so 
far been so green and beautiful will in 
.ess than two months be as sere and 
dry as the desert itself! .Meantime the 
,rain crops will have been secured and 
1 am told, that owing to the abundant 
rains the Arabs will gather an unusual- 
ly good harvest all over Tunisia this 
year. The country grows more rolling, 
great fields of cactus, more Bedouins, 
larger herds of camels and then after 
thirty-six miles the great fertile plain 
of Kairouan. with the countless white 
domes and tapering minarets of the 
sacred city. Kairouan was founded 
by Sidi Oklm in A. J>, G71, and is one 
of the four "Gates of Parudlse" of the 
Mussel men, the other three being 
Mecca, the home of Mohammed, — Me- 
dina, — and Djenima Aksa at Jerusalem, 
where the prophet ascended to his 
heaven on that curious beast which 
you see pictured wherever the faith of 
Islam prevails, with the head of a 
oeautiful woman, the neck of a camel, 
the body of a leopard, the wings of an 
eagle and the legs of an ox. 

# Kairouan is purely Arab, and I do 
not suppose there are half a dozen 
English speaking people to be found 
within its walls. These walls are 
thirty-three feet in height, with battle- 
men ted top, and two miles in length, 
enclosing the city In an irregular rect- 
angle. 

i lie great moBque of Sidi Okba In the 
northerly pan of the city is one of the 
oldest and most famous in the world. 
It covers au area of over two acres, 
and lias a minaret to the top of which 
one ascends by one hundred and twen- 
ty-eight steps, and from which thb view 
of the city and the great plains in 
which It stands is superb. Tile great 
sanctuary of this mosque with its hun- 
dreds of marble and porphyry colurns, 
and its beautiful chapel and pulpit is 
the principal "holy place" of the disci- 
ples of Islam in Africa. Seven pilgrim- 
ages io Oils mosque count the same as 
one pilgrimage to Mecca, 

In the centre of the city is the Ba- 
iled Bailout i well, surmounted by a 
great white dome. All good Mussel- 
men believe that this well Is directly 
connected with the well at Mecca. 

Outside the city wall and about half 
a mile to the north is the mosque of 
the Barbee, where lies burled Sidt-el- 
Belonl, suid to have been Mohainmeds 
friend, and also ids barber, and with 
him wus burled several hairs from 
the beard of ihe prophet. 

One of the moat beautiful and inter- 
esting of all the mosques, Is that with 
tin* five white domes where is burled 
Sidi Armor Abeda, who was a won- 
derful worker in iron us well as a very 
holy man. Here they Bhow you the 
great sword, covered with Arabic In- 
scriptions, with which they tell you he 
blew five hundred dogs of Christians 
in one stroke during their great Re- 
ligious wars. And near this mosque 
in a court yard to which you easily 
gain admission, you find what seemB 
to me the most curious and inexplic- 
able thing iu all the strange city. Re 
pouiug In the middle of ills courtyard 
lie four great iron anchors, and no 
one in Kairouan can tell you how long 
they have been there. The inscription 
cut deeply on the heavy beams Inside 


the doorway tolls you in Arabic that 
these anchors are five hundred thous- 
and years old. I examined them with 
great care, made some measurements, 
photographed them, and estimated ns 
nearly as 1 could ihe weight. I think 
the largest one weighs about eight 
tons, and the four together not leas 
than twenty-five tons. They are per- 
fectly formed and would be ns fit for 
service today as the day they were 
made. Who made them and how 
they came hero in that courtyard forty- 
four miles from the sen without roads 
and with no mentis of transportation 
other than the backs of camels is n 
puzzling problem. It Is very certain 
they never were made in or near Knir- 
ounn. But the Arabs are ready with an 
answer and it is a lovely story. They 
say that these ore the four anchors of 
Noah’s Ark. Good old Sidi Amor 
Abeda knew how to work iron in more 
ways than one. lie had a vision and 
in that vision was told that the anchors 
of the ark were at the bottom of the 
lakeB at Bizerta. forty miles north of 
Tunis. So he went up there and took 
a boat and rowed out into the lake and 
commanded the anchors to rise; forth- 
with they bobbed up like corkH and he 
ordered them to follow him; so he 
rowed out into the open sea and down 
across the bay of Tunis, nnd away out 
around Cope Bon, and down the coast 
to the harbor of Sousse, the anchors 
trailing along behind like swans. Then 
he tied up his boot and ordered the an- 
chors still to follow him, and they did 
follow him all the way to Kairouan, 
hopping along behind him like four 
faithful dogBl and the old Sidi herded 
them safely in the the courtyard near 
to where they put him peacefully to 
sleep twelve hundred years ago. I 
merely know’ that the anchors ure still 
there, and this is a charming way to 
account for them. 

I arranged my visit to Kairouan so 
that I should be sure of a Friday there, 
lor it is on this day, the holy day of 
Islam, that the horrible rites of the 
Aissoua sect are performed, and I con- 
fess that I was particularly anxious to 
witness them. So at a little after four 
o’clock in the afternoon I went to their 
Zfioula or place of worship just out- 
side the city walls. At about half-past 
four there began to gather the body of 
Arabs who conduct the worship; as 
fast as they came they seated them- 
selves on the floor in the middle of the 
room, one fine looking old man, a sheik 
or priest .appearing to be In charge. 
And then in unison and with bowing 
heads they chanted verBes from the 
Koran and a long list of the names of 
their prophets. The circle was added 
to from time to time each arriving 
worshipper removing his sandals and 
crowding around the circle on the sa- 
cred carpet. Anyone seemed welcome 
to come in and there were as many as 
twenty children clustering around the 
worshippers, and there were at one 
time aB many as thirty visitors seated 
on benches and chairs around the out- 
er Bides of the room. There were now 
fifty or sixty chanting in the circle — : 
after half an hour the time w r as quick- 
ened, the chanting grew to shouting; 
tom toms and cymbals were brought in 
and the din and shouting was terrific. 
At the end of an hour the class of de- 
votees who were to undergo the tor- 
ture w'ere brought in from a side room 
and stood in line in front of the howl- 
ing circle, and they began sWaylng; 
their bodies back and forth, wagging 
their heads, and screaming at the top 
of their voices. I was sitting almost 
under the large rack on the wall In 
which were kept the instruments of 
torture and examined (hem with care. 
There were fifteen or twenty stilettos 
or very narrow swords, each about 
four feet long, the handle being a bull 
of heavy wood as big as ones doubled 
fist, and as many bodkin affairs, or say 
sharp skewers, about fifteen inches in 
length. Wiiile this pandemonium was 
raging I had been watching the row of 
young men. They appeared to be get- 
ting into a state of frenzy; suddenly 
one broke from the rest, tore around 
nearly to where l was sitting, threw off 
all his clothing, except IiIb Ioobg trous- 
ers and with perslration streaming 
from his face and strange look in his 
eyes, threw himself at the man who had 
charge of the swords und daggers, beg- 
ging that his torture test might begin. 

1 watched this and many more in- 
stances to see if 1 could tell how much 
wus fake and bow much was genuine. 
What l saw was this: the muster of the 
swords, who was perfectly calm and 
cool, took one of the skewers, drew it 
slowly through his mouth, grasped a 
handful of flesh at the top of tiie de- 
votees shoulder, and quickly thrust the 
skewes through but taking very little 
more than the skin, the points of en- 
trance und exit being not more than 
an inch a pari ; then lie similarly dec- 
orated the other slioulder; then lie took 
one of the long stilietos and Inserted 
It similarly iu the right breast, but 
with t lie point upward, und another 
in Hie left breast and into eaeli hand 
of the devotee he put still anotlier 
sword; this was all very quickly done, 
und it was not lung before all the fren- 
zied men were decoruted in a similar 
manner, und all tearing uround the 
room at a fearful rate, some apurently 
trying to cut themselves in too with 
the swords which liaa been put into 
their hands. Others had in their hands 
blocks of wood, and as they pussed and 
repusHed they struck savagely at the 
swords which were being held against 
the body; but I noticed that always a 
glancing blow was struck, which never 
lid any real harm; one inan I saw 
thrust que of the sharp bodkins into 
liis mouth und entirely through his 
heek so that the point projected a 
couple of inches; another little fellow 
seemingly about twelve, was scream- 
ing like a fiend, with two duggers lu 
his flesh. A great branch of the Bar- 
berry Fig was thrown on Lite floor, 
bristling with sharp spines, and sev- 
eral threw themselves upon it. Others 
seized pieces of glass, broken lamp 
chimneys, they seemed to be, and bit 
ing out mouthfulB, crunched them 
fiercely between their teeth and ap- 
parently swallowed them. It was sure- 
ly real glass for 1 secured a piece as a 
trophy. But the remarkable thing is 


this; not one drop of blood flowed from 
any of the wounds. Perhaps the long 
continued rhythmic movements of Ihe 
body, or the ceaseless repetition of the 
chanted phrases, or the terrible re- 
ligious excitement, or a combination of 
the three, induced a hypnotic condi- 
tion which nrrested the Burfacc cir- 
culation. After an hour of this sort 
of thing most of them showed signs of 
exhaustion; ono poor fellow, who hnd 
worked himself inlo a wild frenzy, fell 
writhing nt my foot in what appeared 
to be an epileptic fit. Then the old 
sheik took him in hand, raised him to 
hla feet, laid his head on his slioulder, 
smoothed his forehead and his hair, 
nnd spoke soothing words In his ear, 
at the same time carefully removing 
the half dozen daggers and skewers 
tlinl wero sticking into various parts 
of his body; gradually the body of the 
victim relnxcd, the eyes opened with 
a sane look in them, and in a moment 
he walked back to the anteroom from 
which he had come. In turn the sheik 
took each tortured one and restored 
him in the same way. I stayed until 
the excitement hnd mostly subsided, 
nnd I noticed that very few of the on- 
lookers had lingered long after the 
stabbing had begun. This strange Mos- 
lem sect liad its beginning in Morocco 
centuries ago. and lias spread over the 
Barbary Slates, but has, 1 understand, 
never grown greatly in numbers. I 
know that at Sfax and In several other 
places in Tunisia you can see the same 
rites. But as for me, one experience 
of tills kind will laBt me for a lifetime.

The regular monthly meeting of the 
SlnfT of the Newton Free Library was 
held on Friday, April 18 . The occasion 
was of unusual interest bb Miss J. M. 
Campbell was present to sprak on the 
subject of "Llhrary Work with For 
eigners.” By Invitation, about twen- 
ty-live of the neighboring librarian 
were represented by either the? Librar- 
ian or an AsRlRtaiit, and some mem- 
bers of the State Library CommlnBion 
wore nlBo invited to share Die oppor- 
tunity nnd pleasure. 

Miss Campbell was formerly in 
charge of a Library in Passaic, N. J. 
This library was located ill the heart 
or a thickly settled district Inhabited 
by factory workers, mostly foreigners. 
She made the acquaintance of the peo- 
ple through their churches and socl- 
eties, and from their own RiiggoBtionR 
built up Hie collection of foreign books. 
These people beenme enthuRiastic pa- 
trons of the Library, each nationality 
taking pride In itfl own collection of 
hooks, nnd seeking to outshine the 
others. Through translations of the 
books they knew, many came to a 
knowledge of English. Through her , 
friendly relations with the working 
people, Miss Campbell wns able to help 
them through many difficulties, not- ; 
ably in the case of a recent strike of 
women operatives. The employers . 
and the foreign workers were unable 
to come to terms because of a lack of 
understanding of the grievance. 
Through their trust in her, she was 
able to discover the heart of the trouble 
which was soon peacefully settled. 

Miss Campbell invited questions 
from her audience, nnd an interesting 
discussion followed. 

During the meeting, Mr. Howes, 
President of our Board of Trustees 
and also a member of the Massachu- 
setts State Library Commission, told 
of the possibilities for some such work 
in Newton. Miss Williams of the Li- 
brary Staff read a report on condi- 
tions in Nonantum. where we have 
foreigners of different nationalities.

EDITORIAL 


Two months ftgo, in discussing the 
sixth class liquor problem. 1 enme to 
reluctant conclusion, thst Buch li- 
censes ought to be refused this year. 
Id order to keep the question out of 
our city politics. Further considera- 
tion, however, convinces me, that this 
burning question will be a factor next 
fall, whether such licenses are granted 
or refused, and it therefore comes down 
to the meritB of the question itself. 

We have this problem at thiB time 
principally because we have druggiBts 
in this city who regard their license 
to sell liquor for medicinal, mechanic- 
al and chemical purposes, as imposing 
no burden on them, and who have sold 
liquor to practically every applicant. 
ThiB practise, while reeognlfced by pre- 
ceding boards of aldermen as existing, 
haB never received the drastic action 
necessary to impress the druggists 
that more careful action was needed 
on their part, and as a consequence, 
now appearB to be the point on which 
all such licenses have been refused. 

Into this situation, last year, several 
worthy gentlemen threw the weight of 
their Influence in church and social 
circles, and they have aroused consid- 
erable public sentiment, most of which 
Is based on misunderstood facts, or on 
figures which have been somewhat mis- 
leading. Their facts and flgureB, how- 
ever, have not been publicly denied by 
perBonB who know' that the liquor 
question in Newton is handled in a , 
most efficient manner, principally be- 
cause such persons do not deBire to 
even appear to side with what would 
naturally be termed the "rum crowd,’ 
which Is also, in this case, a most mis- 
leading appellation. 1, myself, do not 
wish to be classed w'lth the "rummies." 
for I despise the use of liquor in every 
form and have had enough sad experi- 
ences with persons addicted to the hab- 
it to be forever, its foe. At the same 
time, 1 am convinced that Newton has 
handled this matter in the proper way 
In the past, and that It should not be 
abandoned without the strongest of 
reasons and almost absolute proof 
that the change will improve existing 
conditions. I have had perhaps, a bet- 
ter opportunity to know' conditions in 
this city, than many of the advocates 
of the change, who simply sleep here. 
For I have been engaged in business 
within the city for over 25 years and 
am about its streets and in its stores 
at all hours of the day. I can say 
without fear of successful contradic- 
tion that there is less drunkenness 
about the city today than there has 
ever been during the past generation. 
Police records show that arrests for 
this cause in 1912 were 402 as com- 
pared with 512 in 1895 with far less 
population, and there is far less need 
of police raids on kitchen barroomB 
than in previous years. I attribute 
this to the excellent work of teaching 
temperance in our public schools, in 
my opinion, the only correct method 
to combat this curse of modern society. 
Complete prohibition, and efforts in 
that direction, have always proved un- 
successful, as witness the plight of 
Maine, where the liquor lawB are ab- 
solutely flouted In certain communities, 
and I greatly fear that many residents 
of Newton will quietly resent the pres- 
ent attempt to legislate against this 
evil. 

One set of figures stated by the ad- 
vocate of a change in policy, I should 
like to analyze, — that 76.000 sales in a 
year indicate that our drug stores are 
barrooms. Reducing this number ot 
sales, to each drug store, per minute 
during the working dayB of the year, 
shows that this figure means an aver- 
age of one sale in each drug store in 
the city during each hour and twenty- 
eight minutes. 

In my opinion, the aldermen have 
made a mistake in refusing to grant 
these licenses, and that the only prop- 
er method of handling this situation 
would be to refuse to grant licenses to 
certain druggiBts, and to exercise a 
strict control over all licenses which 
are granted. 

No one, however, will be more 
pleased than myself, if the experiment 
which has just been inaugurated, 
proves the success its advocates pre- 
dict, for as Rev. Dr. Noyes stated at 
the hearing, we are all working for the 
same endB, and differ only in methods. 

I have been facetiously reminded 
several times thiB week of my failure 
to comment, last Friday, on the recent 
Congressional election in this district. 
The fact Is, that I had an editorial in 
type, but the large amount of adver- 
tising received last week, compelled 
me to leave it out of the paper, and I 
am frank enough! to admit that I was 
more interested In the advertising than 
in the election.

favorable to the pending Democratic 
tariff bill, some, thnt It whs the pres- 
ence of the third party, and some thnt 
it was Intended as a rebuke to Repub- 
lic party management. From person- 
al work In getting out the vote, It is my 
Impression that none of these reasons 
la wholly correct, nltho all may have 
had some impression on the voters. T 
found that In Newton, at least three out 
of every seven Republicans refused 
to vote, while one out of ten Republi- 
can!* who did go to the polls, voted for 
Mr. Mitchell. It Is my opinion that the 
men who did not vote, believed that one 
Republican more or less, would cut lit- 
tle figure in a Democratic house at 
Washington, and that the Democratic 
party should have a free hand to enact 
such legislation as it desires. That the 
Republicans who voted for Mr. Mitchell 
did so, for two reasons, one, ns above 
stated, and the other that they felt that 
Mr. White might otherwise be elected. 
I do not find, nor believe that the vot- 
ers of this district, intended to pass 
upon the merits or demerits of the 
pending tnrlfT measure, ns l am of the, 
opinion that the average voter doesn't 
give a hurrah for any tariff bill, until 
it strlkeB his own pocketbook in some 
way. Mr. Mitchell was elected, in my 
opinion chiefly thru the Indifference 
or the rank and file of the Republican 
party. 

1 cannot allow the opportunity to 
pass to express my sympathy to Mr. 
Cutting, personally, in his defeat. Mr. 
Cutting fully deserved the honor which 
he sought, and would have creditably 
represented this district at Washing- 
ton.

UNDER THE OILDEl) DOME 

One of the most Important bills of 
the session was Introduced on Monday 
from the Municipal Finance committee 
and if It passes will make radical 
changes In the methods of running the 
city of Newton. The bill is an attempt 
to prevent certain municipalities from 
exceeding the fixed tax limit of $12 per 
thousand for city expenses, but the 
committee has attempted to regulate 
about every other financial phase of 
municipal life. The bill requires the 
annual budget to be made up within 
60 days after the inauguration of the 
city government, prohibits the city 
council from increasing amounts 
named by the mayor or adding new 
items, and makes many new regula- 
tions in regard to the issuing of bonds 
and the character of debts within and 
without the debt limit. There are 
many glaring inconsistencies in this 
respect. Water debt is placed outside 
the limit, while sewer debt, Is inside. 
Just why, no one rises to explain, altho 
It may be due to the fact that clean 
water aught to be without limit of any 
kind. On the other hand, sewer ex- 
tensions can be bonded for 30 years 
w’hile water main extensions are to be 
paid in five years. It is also interest- 
ing to note that debts for park pur- 
poses are inside the debt limit, while 
that for playgrounds is outside. The 
committee ought to have another ses- 
sion on a bill of this nature and which 
so vitally afreets every municipality in 
the state. 

•Representative White of this city is 
the sole dissenter from a bill to reim- 
burse Mr. Clinton H. Scovell, also of 
this city, for work done as one of the 
experts employed by Governor Foss in 
his first year of service. The bill 
which is favorably reported will give 
Mr. Scovell $1096.

Alderman Murphy wild that this busi- 
ness was done strlrtiy under the law 
or the liquor officer would obtain a 
conviction. He had known of Italians 
who would get rid of an 8-gallon keg 
n week and never wink ati eyelash. 

Alderman Jones also slated that the 
business was being done under the 
law. 

Alderman Dlnnchnrd said that the 
committee fell (lint public opinion was 
not yet pronounced on this matter and 
data was not sufficient to warrant re- 
fusal at this time. 

Alderman Fork nail, who said he 
would vote against all liquor permit b 
suggested that the board ought to be 
consistent in the matter nnd not dis- 
criminate against these men. 

1’ermll s were then granted Jjy a vote 
of 17 to 3. Aldermen Cox, Forknall and 
Sullivan, to D. P. Lynch, J. S. Roberts 
& Son, M. J. Feeney, Johnson & Keyes 
Co., Taft & Mitchell Co., S. J. McNeJUy. 
Jos. P. Burke. W. C. Harrington, E. 1, 
Lind ley, Adams Express Co., C. Q. 
Newcomb, American Express Co., D. F. 
Warren, and the Interurban Express 
Co. The vote was 16 to 4 on Simon 
Morrell. Alderman Jamieson voting No 
with the others, 16 to 3 with Presi- 
dent Blakemore excused on M. J. Mul- 
cahy, and 14 to 6, Alderman Cox. 
Forknall, Jamieson, Rice, Sullivan and 
Winslow, on Nicholas Veduccio, F. E. 
Carvelli, Giacoma DeLuco, and F. Gas- 
barri. 

The board then took a short recess, 
and upon reassembling, took up the 
matter of junk licenses. Alderman 
Blanchard said that 16 of the junk men 
of last year lived in his ward. He had 
had their places visited by the board 
of health In response to protests re- 
ceived by him, and he believed that the 
board should refuse to grant licenses 
to three of the petitioners In order to 
make them take more interest in keep- 
ing their places In better condition. 

These licenses were then granted, 
Hyman Shelman, J. J. Delaney, Mor- 
ris Gilfix, Harry Yanco, Morris Green- 
wald. Max Silverman, David Bronf- 
man. Abram Sherier, Max Canter, Ja- 
man, Abram Shrler. Max Canter, Ja- 
cob Mel l man, Benjamin Gilflx, Joseph 
Hoffman, L. GriUspaon and Max Mell- 
man. 

Leave to withdraw was then granted 
on these petitions: Junk, J. J. Miskella, 
Joe Roller, P. Shrlberg and Jacob 
K lignum ; Common Victuallers, C. L. 
Torre, Manlowlcz Bros, and Parlivdls 
& George Co., and Liquor transporta- 
tion permits, W. R. Burns, H. M. Leacy, 
Wm. Bailey. John Muse, A. S. Selya, 
Horatio Butters, C. H. McIntosh and 
Domenico Guzzi. 

On recommendation of committees, 
the Telephone Co. was granted attach- 
ments on Washington street, Summer 
street, California street. Washburn 
avenue, the Edison Co., attachments on 
Bowen street. Richard Capstlck was 
granted a license as a weigher of coal, 
sewers ordered in Berwick road and 
Centre street, leave to withdraw grant- 
ed on matter of laying out of Sharon 
avenue, time for payment of certain 
sewer assessments on Grant avenue 
and Ward street, postponed until the 
land is built upon, |6340 authorized 
for laying water malnB, hearings or- 
dered for May 6 on laying out of Up- 
land road, on widening of California 
street and on laying sewer In Upland 
road, apportioning sewer assessments 
of 1913, declaring results of the recent 
congressional election, and authorizing 
the issue of 130,000 serial sewer bonds. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
petition for sewers in Beacon street, 
Waban, after Alderman Barker had ex- 
plained that at present there were no 
houses existing on the land to be sew- 
ered and it was inadvisable for the city 
to enter Into a real estate deal to sell 
land. 

Inexpedient on erecting a new build- 
ing for the Forestry department was 
also voted on report of the committee. 

The majority report of the Finance 
committee that It had been advised by 
the city solicitor that the order re- 
questing the mayor to Instruct heads 
of departments to increase laborers 26 
cents a day was beyond the authority 
of the board, was opposed by Aldermen 
Murphy who asked why the board 
spent so much time fixing salarie*. 
each fall, if It hod no right to do so. 
He argued that this right had been 
unquestioned for several years. 

Alderman Bemis said that the city 
solicitor hud given the committee an 
opinion of the Superior court on the 
rights of tile aldermen in this matter 
und Alderman Richardson said that the 
action of the board in appropriating 
money for salaries was not actually 
"fixing” such salaries, that the mayor 
could pay a smaller salary than the 
aniouut granted by the board. Alder- 
man Murphy then suggested that If 
tliis was correct the city need not ac- 
cept the uct to be voted upon next fall 
requiring removuls from office to have 
the consent of the aldermen because a 
mayor could cause any official to re- 
sign by reducing ills salary. He did 
not believe the charter ever Intended 
I to give the mayor such power. 


Alderman Bartlett said he would 
vote to sustain the opinion of the city 
solicitor nnd not vote on the merits of 
the order. And the report waB then 
accepted. 

Alderman Early opposed the report 
"ought not to pnss” on n grant of 
$300 Additional for a new automobile 
for the Forest Commissioner. He Bald 
that each department ought to be con- 
sidered on Its merits and that the For- 
est Commissioner hnd to transport 
trees, shrubs nnd men about the city, 
nnd could not do so in a Ford car. Al- 
derman Bemis said that the committee 
believed that a light weight runabout 
service would give the maximum serv- 
ice at the minimum cost for department 
heads and that the mayor had nlso ap- 
proved that policy. 

Commissioner Bucknnm was invited 
to speak and said that when the com- 
mittee hnd reported this order a month 
ago, he had with the approval of the 
mayor negotiated for a Lozier car at 
$1200 and hnd used It for a time until 
the board hnd sent the matter back to 
the committee. One half the addition 
al $300 required would be reimbursed 
by the state, so that the car would only 
cost the city $150 more than the lighter 
weight car. 

Alderman Bemis said that this was 
misleading aB the Moth Work for 1913 
j would be reduced by thiB $300, and 
that $300 for the old car was also in- 
cluded In the contemplated deal. He 
also Bald that the cost of upkeep would 
be greater In the heavier car. The or- 
der was then defeated, Aldermen Bart- 
lett, Blanchard, Cabot, Cox, Early, 
Forknall, Jamieson, Jarvis, Murphy, 
nnd Sullivan (10) voting in favor, and 
Aldermen Alley, Barker, Bemis, Gor- 
don, Pratt, Rice, Richardson, Winslow 
and Blakemore voting against, the or- 
der requiring 11 affirmative voteB. 

Alderman Cox created a little flurry 
by asking why the arcade matter for 
Nonantum square had not been report- 
ed by the Public Works committee. 
Alderman Barker said that the com- 
mittee was at work on the matter and 
were now awaiting a report from the 
City Solicitor on the matter. Aider- 
man Cox called attention to the rule 
(more honored in the breach than in 
the observance) requiring a report 
within three weeks, and Alderman 
Barker then meekly asked for further 
time which was granted. Alderman 
Bemis. then asked for further time for 
report on the school budget, which 
was also granted amid smiles. 

The matter of revising the Junk reg- 
ulations was referred to a committee 
and the board at 11.29 adjourned, the 
members holding a private conference 
over the comptroller matter after the 
board adjourned.

T1IK f,IQl T OR QUESTION 
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together nnd determine which one of 
those druggists thnt are fit to adminis- 
ter this law should have this license, 
having regard only to the location most 
central for the acceptance of this priv- 
ilege by our citizens. 

I feel certain (hat I can name at 
least four druggists In Newton who 
hnve ho administered this law in the 
past both by themselves nnd through 
their clerks. In such a way aB to sat- 
isfy me that they arc fit persons to ex- 
ercise such a license. 

Logically It ought to follow that I 
w'onld be willing to grant four UccnscB. 
At the risk of being illogical and also 
at the risk of not fairly voting the 
spirit of law, I intend to follow the let- 
ter of the law and vote for only one 
such license in the city of Newton, be- 
cause I believe it to be my sworn duty 
to obey the Inws that I am called upon 
to administer as a member of the board 
of aldermen. 

My reasons for voting with the ma- 
jority of this committee against the 
genernl feeling of the 6th class licenses 
are, 

First. It Is the feeling of these peo- 
ple who have given it serious thought 
(nnd they are very numerous) in the 
community, that the privilege given the 
citizens by this Jaw r has been abused 
by the citizens and that abuse en- 
couraged by some of the druggiBts. 
When it becomes the sentiment of the 
community that such a privilege lias 
been abused then that privilege for 
the best interests of the abusers of 
the privilege themselves, and of the 
community as a whole, should be taken 
away. 

Second. From medical testimony It 
appears that emergency cases for the 
UBe of liquor are rare. In such rare 
cases the hardship of paying a doctor 
for a prescription iB light and in such 
rare caseB the call of a doctor Is usual 
and the expenses of the prescription 
would not thereby increase his fee. 
Where nn emergency for liquor as a 
medicine Is not present, Newton is situ- 
ated so near to a licensed community, 
that most of us, at the expenditure of 
carfare, can obtain the liquor from Bos- 
ton without in any wise jeopardizing 
the health of the person needing the 
liquor. In other words, the necessity 
for this privilege is practically absent. 

Third. I believe the abolition of thiB 
6th class license will increase the num- 
ber of illegal sales of liquor In Newton, 
but I believe that the efficiency of our 
police force is such that these illegal 
sales will not become general, but will 
be very difficult to make and that 
liquor will only be bought Illegally 
and sold Illegally by those over whom 
the law has its greatest difficulty in ex- 
ercising control. In other words, 
sales to persons readily tempted by the 
ease of purchase, will be few and far 
between. 

Fourth. That the taking away of 
the 6th class license privilege will not 
harm the law abiding spirit or the 
present high plane of citizenship and 
right living now and for years past ex- 
isting in our city, but on the other 
hand may tend to benefit it. 

This committee has given two hear- 
ings on this question with practically 
no public-spirited citizens present to 
advocate the continuance of the 6th 
class license and the experience of the 
board Itself, in its one public hearing, 
was the same. 

The committee Individually has glv* 
en this question a great deal of time, 
thought and personal investigation and 
feel amply justified In the action that 
they are taking. If there is public ne- 
cessity for the general continuance of 
the privilege extended by the legisla- 
ture ny this act, citizens who may criti- 
cize the action of this committee, must 
blame themselves for not presenting 1 
their side of the question to the com- 
mittee or the board. 

I am not in favor of submitting this 
question to the voters of the city be- 
lieving that the present action of the 
committee should be the policy of the 
city in the future, unless the necessity 
for the general granting of these li- 
censes can be shown to any future 
board of aldermen. Neither am I In 
favor of submitting the qeustlon of the | 
issuing of (he "pony express license’’ j 
so called, to the voters at this time. 

If a public sentiment against such 
licenses is aroused. I trust the question 
will be submitted to the voters for 
their decision, rather than for the de- 
cision of the licensing board. I do 
not believe any such sentiment now ex- 
ists and all that is necessary is proper 
supervision by the police and by this 
licensing board. 

I hnve reason to believe that the 
druggists of Newton as u class are 
honorable and luw abiding citizens, In . 
-?o far us they have been placed by the 1 
effect of this law In a most difficult po- 
sition. 

The evidence of our chief of police 
and the records of our court do not 
indicate that drunkenness has In- 
creased as a result of the Issuing of 
those 6th class licenses. The fact that 
nearly ull those that appeared In op- 
position to the Issuing of the 6th class 
licenses did not know, up to a year 
ago, of the sale of liquor under these 11- 
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censes, is pretty fair evidence to my 
mind that the situation lias been well 
handled by both the druggists and the 
police, and I trust that the enthusiasm 
and efforts of the gentlemen who have 
appeared before our board will be con- 
tinued, not only in this question, but 
in the general question of good gov- 
ernment in the city.
